Perhaps 
it's just that so many people are realizing what's good a= 
bout rock, and not caring whether it comes from the 50's; 
60's; ox 70's--~it's all valuable and worth exploring, 


The upper half of our Top 100 LP and 45 charts have 
not changed much, (if anything they may have gotten worse), 
but there are always a few surprises-~-especially in the 
lower regions, This is really significant because for the 
last year or two these records just died, Now they're get- 
ting played and selling---not millions, but at least re-" 
spectably, There are still disappointments with records 
or groups who fail over and over again, but things are 
really looking up, It almost getting impossible to keep 
up with it all, but at least new and exciting develop- 
ments are becoming realities---and we plan to be a part 
of what happens in the future, .

INTRODUCTION: 


4 A musical career as lengthy and varied as that of the Beach Boys is a tough one to examine within the space of a 

of few pages. So contrary to last issue's detailed examination of Jan & Dean, our editorial comments on the Beach Boys career 

a) will be decidedly less verbose, and divided into four distinct sections, First comes some random observations via this intro- 

\ ductory section, Then comes Gene Sculatti's "Appreciation of the Beach Boys", which consists of impressions and images called 

a to mind during a few days in July 1974, A detailed discussion of Brian's non-Beach Boys work follows, and the whole package 
culminates in a collector's orientated annotated Beach Boys discography. 


Perhaps the reason we have chosen four sections is because the Beach Boys career can be divided into four distinct 
musical eras: the early 1963-'65 hit-surfing-hot rod periods the more serious, artistically acclaimed Pet Sounds-Smile '66- 
*68 evay the transitional, Capitol-fighting 1968-70 years; and the modern, searching-for-inspiration 1970-°74 span, 


One constant remains fixed throughout all these years: the influence of Brian Wilson upon the group, In no other 
modern pop-unit of note does one member play such an important and all-encompassing role. Musically, spiritually, economically, 
and emotionally, Brian Wilson has shouldered the responsibilities and received both the praise and criticism, I do not pretend 

f to know Brian. personally, (nor do I wish to downgrade the contributions of the rest of the group or family), so I state out- 
if front that the opinions and ideas discussed here are conceptions (not facts, for sure) formed by reading other people's words, 
4 and more importantly by listening to, and following the development of Beach Boys music over the years, 


‘Realistically, Brian's musical creations (and hence those of the Beach Boys), have always. had to compromise, The 
group, especially during the mind and soul expanding 1966-'68 years wanted to break down all barriers, yet had to work with- 
FE | in the given record-company marketing structure, Brian once stated that he would never record material specifically because 
y he knew it would make money or be a hit, ("I've never written one note or word of music simply because I think it will make 
By money.") Yet without commercial success, he wouldn't be able to pursue his goals. Perhaps that's what once made hin say: "I 
Ei don't like to plan our future more than a couple of months ahead, Meanwhile we'll do more beat ballads like "I Get Around’ 
2. | and ‘When I Grow Up (To be a Man)*, But when a new fad comes along, we'll be the first to ride it.” (Both quotes attributed 
Bi to Brian from Teen Set #1, 12/64.) Of course I'm not holding Brian to something attributed to him a decade ago, but it is 
g obvious that Brian has been a person with heavy and serious pressures bearing down on him from many different directions--- 
and this has to make it incredibly hard for someone to decide upon a direct course and follow 1t through. 


In deciding which direction to go, one's life (and accompanying musical creations) ‘has to deal with the always- 

4 present compromises and contradictions of external realities, Some have said that if Brian could live in a protected envi- 
oy Fonment,and create without external pressures, his work would astound us all. Yet Brian seems to have thrived on “competi- 
tion" (and the fine line between competition and pressure is indeed thin). For instance, there 1s no doubt in my mind that 
some of the most adventurous and successful pop music wis created during the '65-'68 years, My guess is that Brian and the 
Beach Eoys were all caught up in the groundswell of great leaps fowards. Without the new recordings by the Beatles, Procol 
Haruna, Jimi Hendrix, whatever...,Brian may never have been spurred on to creating Pet Sounds and Smile: “When I hear really 
i: fabulous material by other groups, I Feel really small... Then I just have to create a new song to bring me on top. ...1 do 

- my best work when I am trying to top other songwriters and music-makers," (Teen Set 12/64.) Isolation or confrontation??? 
- More contradictions, Maybe that's why Brian has been so idle the last few years---no competition-~-no musical inspiration 

iq to spur him on, : . 


It's a sad commentary when "Surfin' USA" is bullet-ing up the charts and the Endless Summer LP re-package is Top 10. 
Not that all that stuff isn't great and fun and exciting to listen to on its own terms, but where does that put Brian and 
the group? If that stuff is what success is based on, then why not junk all the rest?? Why was al] the pain and toil and an- 
guish and money and emotional tuzmoil necessary??? For “Surfin' USA"???? No way. . 


=): It's a rare gift when a musical creator can move millions with his work, and "Surfin’ USA" is just a minute example 
of his talents, To have Brian and the group once again typed or pressured into this era would be a sad and dismal direction 
to pursue, But yet, in the long run, it just may spark Brian to get up and create some new masterpieces, Shit, if there's 
no one else to compete with, or outdo, he'll] compete with himself, He'll show those assholes what it's all about!

: Worry Baby", "I Get Around" or a dozen others), everybody has their own favorite reasons for liking the affable “brawny, sun-

There's so much to like about Beach Boys music- from the opening Okie notes of Love's vocal on "Surfin' Safari" 
through the disarming directness (naivete) of the conception and delivery of "California Saga" ("Country Joe will do his show 
and sing about li-ber-ty"), Who can forget the immortal Christaas Album or the leakage on Stack 0' Tracks, or the fronts- 
piece te the Adventurous Period, "She's Not The Little Girl I Once Knew", ox whoever it is who jumps in a few bars early 
with "gtereophonic speaker“ on “Custom Machine", @ move as off-handed and rockessential as that guy doing the same thing in 
the Kingenen's “Louie Louie", etc, What a Gig. This friday night we'll be jacked up on the football field... (Gs), 


What's next for the “brawny sun-tanned fivesome" (sevensome??7) is not known. Most long time BB followers are 
disheartened by much of the recent recordings and live shows, They surely do have talent (lots of it) of their own, but 
Brian seems to have the magic formula for making it all work together, We can only hope that they all get together on the 
right track in the (very) near future, (AB/TRM. )

“Surfin’" was originally on the “X" label, but it may have been issued 
‘as the Pendeltones (or Pendeltons).. Shortly thereafter, “Surfin'™ 
appeared on Candix, There is also the possibility that the first record the group’ 
vecorded was earlier in 1961 under the name Kenny and the Cadets, There is also 
a 1962 single (see second page of discog.) purported to be the Beach Boys on Dot, 
Until recently, this was thought to be a different group but since Brian's earli- 
est production effort was on Dot (Rachel & The Revolvers), the possibility now 
seems more concrete, These "XK" and Candix cuts were later issued on numerous 
budget-line albums (see discog.), as well as on Capitol, 


Most of the singles were the same as the album versions, but their were 
frequently different mixes, On many of the later singles, their were often edited 
down album versions, a8 on "Cool Cool Water“. “Cottonfields" on the 45 is differ- 
ent than the album version, containing an extra pedal steel section, "Be True To 
Your School” has some very prominent Honeys vocals on the 45, and a much nore 
powerful feel to the whole record, 


. Brother records only released one non~Beach Boys record, the Flame 
(see Discog.), However, Bruce Johnston was supposed to produce a folk-singer 
called Amy, and other records were almost released, These included singles by 
the Honeys, and the Redwoods (who later became Three Dog Night), It's quite in- 
teresting to note the almost-release of the Redwoods on Brother, because as the 
story goes, both “Good Vibrations" and “Darlin'" were written for Danny Hutton,

fact there are some promo pressings of “Add Some Music” on Capitol in existence,

Capitol has issued numerous back-to-back hits 45's and we have not ate 
tempted to list them at all, The Beach Boys have also appeared on numerous Capitol 
septerapenimammesnaematai one meee samplers, and we have listed some of those, 
However, ag with re-issues and Greatest 
‘Hits packages, and Samplers, we have only 
_ tried to list the more interesting offers, 
or the ones that offer sonething new to 
the collector or fan, The same’ goos for 
naterial released in foreign countries, 
Most of the world had picture sleeves for 
dozens of Beach Boys. singles, and each 
country issued their own singles, album 
packages, and re-issues, We have only at- 
tempted to list the records that are dife 
ferent, and leave it to the avid collector 
to follow picture sleeves and compilations 
from other countries, . And of course if 
you really want to get down to the nitty 
gritty, almost all Beach Boys singles in 
the U.S, had different pressing, often with 
different label lettering; so if you want 
to collect variations on label lettering, 
go right ahead,

Brian Wilson’s Greatest FOS 


There is no person in the music business of any note who has a worse track record as an independent producer than 
Brian Wilson, Of the dozen or so non-Beach Boys records that Brian has directly had a hand in producing, not one of them has 
been a hit, In fact, I don't think. that any one of them has even made the Top 100! This is quite amazing when one realizes 
the power and influence the Brian Wilson name had in the 1960's, and the tie-ups with major labels that each of the releases 
had, I'm not basing merit upon chart success (and besides Brian sold 60 million records with the Beach Boys), but it is worth 
noting this lack of chart success upfront for reasons that will become apparent later, 


Brian's first effort is also his most obscure, hence the Jack of details, What is known is that it was issued on 
Dot in late 1962, by a group called Rachel and the Revolvers, Both sides (see discography) were supposedly written and pro- 
duced by Brian, but who else (if anyone) was involved is a mystery, It 1s possible that it involved members of the Beach 
Boys or Honeys, but those guesses are pure conjecture, 


Regardless, after the first three Capitol Beach Boys releases had been smash hits, the brass decided that maybe 
"this kid's got something’, so they gave him the chance to prove himself, The first efforts revolved around a group called 
the Honeys, who consisted of sisters Marilyn and Diane Rovell, and their cousin Ginger Blake, (Being girlfriends of the Beach 
Boys didn't hurt either...) The first release ws produced by Nick Venet (who also produced the first bunch of Beach Boys 
Capitol tracks), and was issued with a nowclassic picture sleeve full of teased hair and smiling faces, Musically it ws 
rather thin, and although novel lyrically, was rather wimpy. By the time the second Honeys record came out, Brian was listed 
as arranger and conductor, and the sound was decidedly more Spectorisl. Saxophones blared, and drums pounded out a strong 
rhythm-~-the vocals on the flip even tried to portray a tough city-sound, But by now " . 
Brian was getting a bit pissed off by the lack of success, so he decided to take mat~|. 
ters into his own hands, For the third Capitol Honeys release, he stuck an old throw 
away track on the "B" side, and concentrated on the "A" side, He wrote, arranged, 
and produced this one, and it was by far the best one yet, It was pure Spector-inspi- 
red, especially the melody line and musical backing. Brian didn't go for the wll- 
of-sound Spector effect, but rather chose a more direct and simple synthesis Despite 
the rather weak vocals, the record holds together well, and it's lack of success 
must have bothered Brian considerably. Hmmmm..s.ee 


If the Honeys couldn't get a hit after releasing three singles in under 
six months, Brian decided he would try it again with some new names, First thing he 
did was to record four tracks at one session, The musicians were nost probably the 
Beach Boys, and the instrumentation was basic and minimal--drums; saxophone; and 
occasional bess, Two of the four tracks didn't even bother to use guitar, which gave 
Brian the opportunity to use vocals in their place, Two of these tracks were issued 
under the name Sharon Marie (possibly one of the Honeys?), and combines Brian's two 
lovee---Spector and Standards, The "A" side was another in his string of Spector cop: 
and the flip was a decent. updating of Gerswhin's "Summertime", The other two tracks 
were issued under the name The Survivors, but it was undoubtedly The Beach Boys. 
"Pamela Jean" was a reworking of "Car Crazy Cutie", which appears on the Little 
Deuce Coup LP, It was Brian's closest approximation of the 1950%s NYC white-group 
sound, with the touches of Dion and Spector quite obvious, The flips of both these 
releases are notable for the interesting percussion sounds, which later turned up, 
(and were acclaimed as "genius") a few years later on Pet Sounds, "After the Game" 
ja an especially beautiful.instrumental, 


After these records flopped, Brian turned his attention to long-time 
friend and writing partner Gary Usher, for Usher's solo single, This was probably 
Brian's worst so far, Usher's lead vocals were terrible, and even the numerous male 
and female backup vocals couldn't help. The tunes themselves weren't so hot, and the 
production and arrangements were quite plain, The "A" side did have a simple string [ 
section, which probably ranks as Brian's first recorded use of strings, Brian closed 
out his early Capitel producing career with one final Sharon Marie record, He again 
went all out by writing, producing, and arranging both sides, He used the Beach Boys 
on instrumental and vocal backing to provide a good, solid, and full sound, But 
alas, no action... . 


This was probably just too much for Brian to accept. Here he had released he Honeys: (above )s 
seven records on Capitol in just over six months (when he was leading the hottest ; te circa 1963: Ginger,

Capitol was satisfied with the Beach Boys success and didn't want their leader to in 1969, from a Capi- 


have hits preducing other records---1.e. “He just may run off and become his ow | a 
boss..." (a la P, Spector), Or perhaps the charts were already feeling the influ- 

ence on the English sound, and didn't want to make way for new American sounds, (This seems to be the flimsiest of rational- 
{gations, for the charts throughout '63 & '64 were still overwhelmigly dominated by USA product). 


Well, if Capitol's reasoning was to have Brian flop so he would just be content to produce the Beach Boys, then 
their plan back-fired, Brian went off on his ow, and as an independent producer he issued three records within two months! 
Paul Peterson was given a Wilson~Christian song, "She Rides With Me", which Brian produced for Colpix. The record was pretty 
good, quite lively, especially the Spectorish drums and bending guitar notes, Unfortunately, all pressings of the single 
(both regular and DJ) seem to have been defective and are quite noisy and scratchy sounding. (An album pressing is rumored 
to be more formidable), After hearing what Colpix did to his work, Brian said Au Revoir, and went over to Warner Brothers,

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At Warners, there could be no doubts as to Wilson's influence or g0als---he 
‘was running after Spector and was trying hard to catch him, This time, he made a 
smart move by not trying te copy Spector's vocal stars, but ratherto combine fresh 
California vocals and harmonies with a full, powerful Spector-type backing, He 
transformed “County Fair“ into "I Do" for the Castells and the resulting mixture 
was brilliant, As a Beach Boys track it probably would have sold a million, but 
as The Castells, it sold perhaps 287 copies, The melody line was strong, and a 
high falaetto soared in and out, The backing was solid and together with intri- 
cate drumming, hand clapping, and bells featured throughout, Brian did the same 
for The Honeys nine~Warner Brothers-nunbers-later, but it was all to no avail. He 
was jinxed, dejected, frustrated, and/or adamant, No more of this crappy recep~ 
‘tion for ay work. So he went back te Capitol and all the executives beamed and 
nodded their heads as if to say “we knew 1t all along" or "see, we told you so", 


Despite writing or helping to write numerous hits for Jan and Dean, The 
Hondells, Bruce and Terry, Dino Desi & Billy, and others, Brian Wilson's post~'64 
production work was sparse and sporatic, (Who knows what course popular music would 
have taken if he had some hits...) In mid='65 he produced his own replacement in the 
Beach Boys, Glen Campbell, “Guess I'm Dumb“ was the result and it was quite listen- 
able and professional, Strings, horns, falsetto, and backing vocals all meshed together 
nicely, but the record didn't exude any real life or spirit, It we a long layoff until 
late 1968 when he helped out ex-Surfari lead singer Ron Wilson and produced "I'll keep 
on Loving You", (In the interim, he had masterminded the Beach Boys golden era,) 
Brian's heart and head must not have been into this one as it aust rank as one of 
his worst productions ever, There's a countyish flair to this boring ballad, and 
the vooals are just as bad, A half year later, he brought the Honeys back to life 
on Capitol by re-doing two old stazdards. The sound and feel was closest to that of 
early 1960's Paris Sisters, and this simplistic-naieviete set the stage for the 
full return of the Honeys via Spring on U.A. 


By now they were down to juat two, Diane and Marilyn, but when blessed 
with beautiful songs, tremendous production, perfect musical backing, and intri- 
cate arrangerents, the results could only have been stupendous, Of course they 
were, as has been recounted in these pages many times, It ia significant to note 
that when Brian's participation in the Beach Boys was on the wane, he was busy 
doing great work with Spring, (So any mention of a“loss of creativity" is therby 
rendered invalid, ) 


. Towards 1972, Brian co-wrote a nice, moving song with Billy Hinsche which 
was recorded by Dino, Desi & Billy. The last non-Beach Boys work we have gotten fron 
Brian has been a Spring single on Columbia, reviewed glowingly in TRM #3, These most 
recent exploits of Brian and Spring have been widely covered by TRM and other musical 
publications; most of the records are still available, so if you don't have then yet, 
be sure to pick them up. 


The future of the Beach Boys, and the role Brian will play is unclear 
at the moment, A new studio album is being worked on at Jim Guercio'’s ranch, and 
a business tieup with Guercio seems likely as well, Brian has supposedly provi- 
ded new material for the group, but the amount and quality of the material still] 
remains unknown, It is clear that Brian, when he puts his mind and energies in-~ 
to something, comes out with a brilliant and extraordinary product. With so many 
of the sixties prine-xovers returning ‘to active chart smashes (Phil Specter, 
lou Adler, Carole King, Kim Fowley, Neil Sedaka, Terry Melcher etc), it's only 
fitting that Brian Wilson re-join them and return to creating great music again, 
Whether 1t be with Spring, the Beach Boys, or sone other entity, (jeez, how about 
Wilson and Spector together for a start?), nobody should really care, It's gonna 
be hot, hot, hot,hot---that’s for sure---and that's all that anybody could pos- 
sibly ask for,

The new Raspberries have returned with a brilliant albun, one which not only is a musical masterpiece, but one 
which also now catapults them to the top of America's pop/rock'bands, They have seriously revamped their sound and image 
dropping their cutesy Beatle-esque sound for a more powerful rock sound, They have, in the process, become America’ s first 
punk band of the seventies, and this album proves once and for all just how good they are. 


The band clearly has influences, and in fact it's easy to see where they get their inspiration from, And whether 
it's from the Beatles, Who, Beach Boys, or Free, the group molds all that into their own music, Here's a track-by-track “1 
down of their newalbum:

I Don’t Know What I Want: This is clearly the showpiece of the album, and probably the most important American made record 
of the last few years, Don't mind the "I Can See For Miles"-opening chords---that's a tribute, not a steal, Here Eric indi- 
cates once and for all that the days of pretty, nice songs is behind him, This is.a song of frustration, a raw punky direc- 
tion which the US music scene ‘has been tly in need of, Not only is the melody perfect, but the solid music (highlighted 
by McBride's insanely deranged drimming)complements it perfectly, "My old man says success is a measure/Maybe so but I 
don't need the pressure /Not right now cause I gotta know..." Its-all about teachers, parents, identity crisis, and all the 
other stuff that (supposedly) being a teen-ager is made of, But it speaks for everyone: "When I talk they just don’t want 
to listen/Then they push me to make some decision/I can't make/And they wonder why...” "I don't know what I want, but I 
WANT IT NOW?! {1i" 


Rose Coloured Glasses: Scott closes out this side with a somber, moving ballad brimming with optinisn and the feeling that 
despite all the problems, everything will turn out ok. This is the closest the group gets to middle-Beatles, but it is in 
no way unoriginal, 


All Through the Night: If side ene ws about the music business, then Side two is about girls and love about good times 
and friends, This song is a bit plain, and the horns are pretty much out of place and unnecessary, It also contains some 
of Eric's poorest lyrics, sounding much like something from a very early Raspberries LP, 


Cruisin’ Music: All is forgiven when you hear this one tho, a beautiful Beach~Boys “Driving: Around" record, with a fine 
melody, backing vocals, and nifty production, The bells are right on time and the chorus and closing are standouts, 


I Can Hardly Believe You're Mine: A nice ballad, hampered by some unnecessary tinkering” around, Some bits reminiscent 
of Small Faces Odgens rave-ups. . 
Cry: A Lennon-1like rocker combining the softer sounds from “Gry Baby Cry" with good rock feeling, 


Hands on Your: An impromptu, live~party sounding record, A cut like this used to appear on every 1968 album, Very similar 
to Humble Pie circa Town and Country. (Also the flip of the single "Hit Record") 


Starting Over: Carmen's classical showpiece of the album; nice but rather elongated and overdone, 


Side one is obviously near perfect and shows the direction that the band should take, Side two is more traditional 
both lyrically and musically and nowhere as successful, At their best the group is as fresh and creative as any band around 
today. On this album, they show their best side over 50% of the time, which is better than 98% of the rest of the music 
around, Hopefully, they will be able to succeed commercially on these, their own terms, and not have to change just for 
the search for success, With Scott coming in to help out on vocals and songwriting, the group has allowed the weight and 
pressure to be more evenly distributed, There's more of a band feel to this album, One gets the aura of a real group coming 
to the fore here, With this album recorded when the band was relatively new to each other, it's seary to think about what 
they will turn up with next time, With the groups influences and massive talents, it surely will be a tremendous success, 
Until then, Starting Over is a great point to begin at (for us as well as for the Group), and now we can all stop looking 
backwards and start looking foward once again,

J. Barry & E, Greenwich each released solo singles (#026 & #0345, with Greenwich's "A" side being especially noteworthy for its 
adventurous arrangement and production, : 


After the initial success with Red-Bird had been established, another label, Blue Cat was formed, The Ad Libs (#102) 
was a huge hit, but despite a few minor chart records, the label wis a connercial failure, Musically it was intended to be a bit 
more soul and RnB inspired than Red-Bird, and was for most of its life. Evie Sands’ three efforts were quite good, and Sam Hawk= 
ins’ twe releases (all written & nreduced by Barry-Greenwich)were a bit of a departure for the duo, being much more soul influ- 
enced, The Goodies (Shangri-las???) produced by Shadow Morton, was & good attempt to copy the Spector sound, and both tracks 
were &lso recorded by the Shangri-Las with near identical musical backing and similar vocal leads, 


In mid-1964, yet another label was formed, this time by Lieber-Stoller with Burt Bacharach and Hal David, The label, 
dubbed U.S, Songs, only 1esued one record featuring two British "A" sides by an English group, Me and Them, An interesting theory 
is that there were 2 and possibly 3 other Lieber-Stoller labels formed during these years 1962-64, The reasoning being that Red- 
Bird numbering was in the 001 series; Tiger in the 101 & 201 series; (then picked up by Blue Cat's 101 series); Daisy was 501; 
and U.S, Songs was 601, So perhaps there were two other labels whose numbering system began with 301 and 401, If so, they prob- 
ably only issued one record (like U.S, Songs), If anyone can shed light on this theory, let us know, , J 

By early 1966, the Lieber-Stoller and Barry-Greenwich input dropped off significantly, and the label went-with a lot of one-shots, Joe Jones 
who had produced records for Lieber-Stoller on Red-Bird; Tigers Daisy; & Blue Cat, left to form his own label, and took with him Alvin Robinson (who 
also had performed on Tiger; Blue Cat & Red-Bird), for the debut release (Joe Jone #1, 3/66), UK masters were picked up (Tawney Reed, Frugal Sound), 
and numerous white vocal group masters were also purchased (Fifth Estate, Shaggy Boys etc), Richard Perry produced a few records for the label, 
(#065 & #082), but nothing nuch was happening, Lieber and Stoller sold out to George Goldner in mid-1966 (the master numbers went from L/S to G/G) 
and things went downhill swiftly, The missing discography nunbers were quite possibly never issued, (at least quite probably never passed the promo 
label stage).

So with Dimension out of business by late 1965, and Philles and Red-Bird following suit a year later, the three great artistic indies 
had been killed, Thoyall had a high percentage of hits, but for various reasons, were not able to sustain their success, It was now the time 
for new directions and trends in the recording industry to be set, and we will examine those in our next label installment, -21-

As with our coverage of British RnB groups in this issue, we have not attempted to detail every flower-power 
record or group, We have tried to pick out the most interesting or significant trends(etters), and leave it to you to track 
down others of your own leanings, Just about every band in Britain 1966-1968 ws affected by flower-power---whether it be 
in the nusic, lyrics, clothes, artwork, production, image etc, Every one from the Beatles and Stones on down was caught up in 
the frenzy, but we have tried to pick out the groups who existed primarily during the era, and not before or after, Many

The "A" side of this Roger Christian artifact is a melodramatic monologue in which about 50% of the words are Mifted 
intact from "Shut Down" (or vice versas I'm not at all sure of the dating), The identities of the cars are changed to an Impala 
and a stick Olds 88, and there's a hair-raising "surprise" ending, The "BY sides the true prize, though, A narrative cross be- 
tween "Big Bad John" and “Alley Oop" (with Kim Fowley or his double on satirical back-up vocals}, “Big Bad Ho-Dad" finds DJ 
Christian intoning profundities like “Ho-Dads don't dig surfing, suntathing's their game; and surfers think that sunbathing's 
perfectly insane", "O01" Big" saves a surfer girl from drowning, but apparently goes to a watery grave himself, But in the last 
verse, Christian hints otherwise: “Now listen all you surfers in England and France ((7777)) 3 Stop fighting the ho-dads, I*11 
warn you in advance; Someday you'll be fighting them and be surprised to sees Big Bad Ho-Dad walking from the sea," 


This next one's got Ron Wilson's typically hyper-wimpy vocals a la "Surfer Joe", all about a covetous surfer who wants 
to hit Santa for a "surfboard, 9°3"; Some baggies and a cusioned woodie", Seems he lost “his board down at Point Panic",,, : 
It's also got a scintillating amphetaminal Dick Dale type lead in the middle-=-Dick Dale is a certified genius--cf, “Surfing 
and a-Swingin'"/*Secret Surfin' Spot" (Capitol 5010) for a display of his amazing guitar prowess, blistering clusters of notes j 
out of nowhere; and "Mr, Peppermint Man" (Deltone 5020 & Capitol 4940) for astonishing vocal wizardry---one of the true bize 
arre classics, Incidentally, both of the first two Dale titles cited here come from the movie Beach Party.

Aside from the usual Spector/Chiffons/Red Bird production blockbusters ("I Wonder" by the Butterflys (Red Bird 016) 
deserves a plug here), there are three records that have always led the pack for me, Mike Saunders, perhaps today's most eru- 
dite girl-group theoretician, claims that all the best girl-group records were cut in '64 (or later), after everyone had a 


chance to study Spector; and my choices in this section bear him out, 


The "A" side of the Cinderellas record, “Baby Baby I Still Love You" is a very good Darlene Love type number, but 
it's eclipsed by the flip, It's a beautiful record, taking the best aspects of the Shirelles, the tremulous appeal and harmo- 
nies of the Chiffons, and some of the Ronettes' production techniques to create, with a perfectly lovely melody, perhaps my 
all-time favorite girl-group record, 


Jerry Goldstein said they went into the studio with this old Shirelles "B" side (of "I Met Him on a Sunday") and three 
girls off the street, and, not knowing how it was done, decided to duplicate the Spector sound, They succeeded brilliantly, with 
an explosive production and a fine, Chiffons-like lead vocal, 


David Gates was also consciously trying to cop the Spector-sound and on sheer sonic terms succeeded better than any- 
one, It's a real stormer, with a great bells-laden bridge and the Girlfriends (three L.A. session singers) handle it -superbly, 
These are still the champs, but there are many other solid contenders, a few of which are itemized below,

Gates almost made 1+ twice with Shelly's finest hour (well, five minutes), The "A" side is a fast teen novelty with 
good production, an appealing tune, and a great Chiffons type hook. "He Don't Love Me" is even better; the production is quite 
Spectorish, the melody is bright and there's even an ahead-of-its-time Ieslie guitar break, Shelly Fabares should not be his- 
torically underrated for "Johnny Angel" (or the Brian Keith Show for that matter); she had some neat records, 


Linda had already won an immortal niche in girl group annals for the irresistible " I Told Every Little Star", but 
this Ronettes tune evokes a fine vocal performance from her backed by a solidly heavy production, Quite a pleasant surprise, 


Written by Joey Brooks of Walker Bros, "My Ship Is Coming In" fame, this tardy girl-group gem combines Crystals 
style production/sound with Shangri-las subject matter (Hell's Angels )---hard to beat that, 


The Four Pennies were supposedly the Chiffons, as the Tokens tried to mastermind two hits at the same time, What- 
ever, this record with its "Da Doo Ron Ron" piano and definite Chiffons nonsense back-up vocal influence, has incredible en- 
thusiam and fresh appeal, It would have been a perfect song for Brian Wilson to cut with the Honeys, and in fact American 
Spring should seriously consider it. 
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Jeff Barry's melody here is one of his alltime best, the production is fully Spectorian, and Reparata sings better 
than ever before or since, very tremulous, Her beat record and a delight, 


The production on this Cockies record, though full, 1s a bit subtler, but the melody and arrangement are absolutely 
gorgeous, even to the Raspberries-like recurrent guitar hook, No other Cookies record comes close, and the repeated choruses 
at the end are truenirvana,

This Guy Mitchell 50°s chestnut is mutated by Billy Fury's brother and his great anonymous band into a twisted 
masterpiece, Skittering guitar sounding like mad bumble bees dominates throughout, going especially wild in the break; with 
a rumbling bass-drums backdrop and a constantly-scraping tambourine rounding it off, Truly demented and essentailly indescri- 
table, 


A touching sentiment: "The Government wants to close them down; But we want them to stay; They*re playing sounds 
that we all like (sob); So don't take them away (sob,sob)" After this heartrending intro, the group (doubtless prominent 
sessioneers of the era) describes the joys of walking alone with your transistor in your ear "any time day or night" hearing 
something other than BBC pap, Pleasant Ivy League-ish harmony masking the social comment, cot 


A wacky and irresistible novelty with a sinister undercurrent; Townsend's humorously paranoid vision of lazy fat 
People greedily oppressing the “beautiful young" as interpreted by the insouclant Barron Knights has always exerted a strange 
appeal for me, 


This is an archetypal monomanic British rocker, with one relentless riff pounding throughout; truly great (inept bass 
playing and 211) and an obvious Troggs-genesis number for Page, Just as neat, actually, 18.0, 


Sean and Co, take the song much faster, much cleaner, with inferior vocals, but the instrumental break is much bet~ 
ter. Plus you get a great folk-rock version of Buffy's "Codine", far superior to the Leaves or Quicksilver or other vaunted 
rock renditions,

One of my favorite aspects of American mid-60's British-Inspired Rock (somehow that's not as concise a term as punk-rock, 
unfortumtely) is very close imitations, or soundalikes, of big name groups, Below are acme prime examples,

This Chocolate Watchband record is probably the classic Stones imitations singer Dave Aguilar has Jagger's manner- 
isms down pat, and it's an excellent straight rocker, Not on any of their three albums, but the flip, “Baby Blue" (the Dylan 
song ina total steal of Then'’s arrangement) is, They were San Jose’s best copy band, and it*s easy to see why, 


The lyrics are just about as good at Jagger imitations, and the song, with "Everybody Needs Sonebody"/"Whatcha Gonna 
Do About It" chords , and a bridge stolen straight from “Heart of Stone", 1s terrific, (A whole article could be written about 
variations on those riffs alone...) They have at least three other records, on Feather and GNP, also good but not as sublime, 


The Stones influence was later flitered through the Standells into a tough, sardonic American vocal presentation, 
and this Eastern record would be a perfect example of Standells-derived rock except that 1t came out three months before 
“Dirty Water“ was a hit, It's a true Dick Dodd soundalike » complete with snarled monolog at the end, A simple fuez riff don- 
dinates, with lines like “Take away my crazy long hair; take that silly makeup off my face; and I'm a nothing"~~-updated Rick 
Nelson "Teenage Idol" thematics, 


There's a whole raft of Zombies-influenced records, but Phil & The Frantics (from Phoenix) have got to take the 
cake, “I Must Run" is virtually identical to “I Must Move'~-~same tune, harmonies, churchy organ, distinguished only by 
Phil's phlegay vocals, "Pain" again sounds like most Zombles slow stuff with a bit of the Beatles' "It's Only Love" as well, 
a very nice tune, "Say That You Will" is Phil's raunchiest side, with an incongruous stuttering sax break, but still the same 
ninor-chord construction and Zombies organ predominates, "T411 You Get,.," is like a more melodic ? Mark & The Mysterians, 
with Zombies chords again, Crude but highly likable records,

Not quite as strong as the rest of this section, Plant Life is remarkable for imitating the Easybeats to an impres- 
sive degree--"Friday on My Mind" guitar, and some distinctive harmonies and dizzying structural changes, Amusing and enjoyable 
at the same time, 


Finally the -crassest of the crass, the Rain (from Southern California) were the most blatant plagiarists around, 
"ESP" is a complete musical appropriation of the Pretty Things' "L,s.d," (admittedly an obscure cut, but still.,..), with new 
lyrics and a freaky oscillator break, "Outta My Life" is straight from the Then/Troggs' great "I Can Only Give You Every- 
thing", except for the laughable guitar break, and surf guitar ending, Writing credits are claimed on both, “Hear You Cry", 
their best record, is an "I Can't Explain" variation with a few minor changes, and "Substitute" (for which they give Townsend 
pinces} diplomatically enough) has rather pitiful opening chords but is pretty good from there (though with garbled lyrics in 
places), 


The "A" side of the Grodes* record is a simple jangling tune which sounds (as does the lead singer) at times sur- 
prisingly like Del Shannon, quite pretty. The flip is a fast Merseyish rocker that the Searchers could have done. Very good 
songs, but even more interesting in that both Gene Sculatti and Greg Shaw each have different Grodes records of their own, all 
three being really excellent. Further knowledge is nonexistent, however; any information would be appreciated, (Ed, Note: Jeez, 
don't you Calif. collectors know anything??? Even the collecting novices have the Grodes album, issued only in West Berlin, 
titled The Grodes Greatest Gropes, and their locally distributed Wyoming EP, Group Grodes....) 


"For best results listen to this in total darkness", directs the Bees picture sleeves but whether you do or not it's 
a startling psychedelic nightmare number, very frightening, very deranged, and very amusing. Picture sleeve's as good as the 
record too, A mildly legendary L.A. group with other fascinating records, none of which I presently have... 


Styx were Bay Area proteges of Beau Brummel Elliott, and of the four sides he wrote/produced that I've heard, this 
is by far the best, Sort of a fruity vocal, but it's a strong, ominous and mysterious baroque-style song, with excellent cho- 
rus and a familiar medieval round (or Christmas carol) at the end, Strange and compelling,

Without trying to lay down any absolute definitions, I've distinguished for these purposes records with a lighter sound and 
usually some recurrent jangling guitar riff as folk-rock,

Denny Provisor’s record is a great two-sider. The flip is an uncanny imitation of a 
Paul Jones~era Manfred Mann song, and very good, too, The top deck has a beautiful ringing 
folk-rock opening riff, with a terrific full sound, 2 big favorite, Denny, current and long 
time Grass Root, also had another record on Valiant ("Little Girl Lost" #7)» about which I 
fervently welcome information, or better yet, the record itself, 


A concise gem of folk-rock---the melody is strong, and the production perfect--- 
tack-up vocals, playing, guitar break, everything just right. The Riopelle production (he did 
Bonnie & The Treasures, was a memeber of the Parade on A&M, and is worth investigating makes 
all the difference, as the song was later cut by the Poor on Decca, and is vastly inferior. 
The Black Sheep are an L.A. group (one member from ny own town, thrillingly enough) with one 
other excellent folk-rocker, "It's My Mind" (Columbia 43666), 


Most people know Gentle Soul from their lush, delicate Epic album (a highly enjoy- 
able LP), but it’s not quite the full picture, Melcher produced earlier Columbia singles, and 
the three sides listed feature the same full-to-bursting depth of sound as the album but with 
much more rocking vitality and immediacy. “Tell Me Love" is closest to the LP material, a sim 
ple traditional folk drone with complex instrumentation and vocal arrangements woven about it, 
quite captivating, "Song for Three" is also slow, with more gorgeous harmonies and melody, 
"Our National Anthem” is brimming with strong production touches and has one of the most con- 
pletely enthralling harmony choruses I've ever heard--a joyous record, The Gentle Soul (Pamela 
Polland, Rick Stanley, and assorted in-and-out-cronies) reportedly frittered away 6 figures 
worth of Columbia money in the 24 years before they finally got their album out (and then to 
prompt oblivion), but these singles are a powerful argument that it was worth it (to listeners, 
anyway, if not to Columbia), Lovely Music, 


Well, that wtll have to do it, It was remarkably easy to get carried away with all this, 
On a final note, 211 comment and further information is welcomed.

Rhode Island Rock!?! 


As Ken Barnes* Discoveries column points out, many of the most interesting 1960's 
records were issued on local labels impossible to trace or track down, Usually you have to 
live in the area where the record was pressed, and just pick it up by chance, Detroit, New 
York, Minneapolis, Los Angeles, and Cleveland had some of the most numerous local group re- 
leases, but just about every other city in all 50 states had local records pressed, Another 
way to find out about local records is to meet people involved with those scenes at the time 
of their birth, On a recent trip to Rhode Island, I met Al Pavlow who gave me rundown of his 
labels’ brief existence during the 1960's, 


Most of the Pavlow releases were on Super records (as listed below) and most were 
quite interesting, Cal Raye’s release was a nice Colpix type record with touches of girl 
group backing, and folk-rock guitars. The Ascots' records were clearly the best treats tho. 
They were all NY-Discotheque styled with typical Rascals inspired instrumentation and arrange 
ments, “You Can't Do That" is a good slowed-down version, and “Midnight Hour” is proto-typ- 
ical '65 with neat organ-drum sounds, “Sookie Sookie” is a good raw rocker, and "Knock on ~ 
Wood” is pure-early Rich Kids, The slowed-down, monotoned chantad "I Need You" is my favorite 
and the Ascots best waxing, (Don't miss that guitar solo either!). The American Rebels’ cut 
4s a listenable car-surf record which tried to latch onto American Motors moolah, "Confetti 
1s probably the most professional sounding record of the lot, an excellent folk-rocker (with 
Dolls whining vocals), which would have Ken Barnes writhing in ecstasy, Al Pavlow has some 
copies of all these records available for about $1,.50-$2 a shot for TRM readers, so ‘if you 
are interested in collecting a nice bunch of local sixties records, you can reach Al ati

kids were drawn to these clubs and began to form groups of their own, By 1963, a second generation 
of groups had started to take over, Long John Baldry, Manfred Mann, The Rolling Stones, The Cheynes, 
John Mayall’s Blues Breakers, Graham Bond Quartet, and Georgie Fame were all well known and had size- 
able followings, When the big beat invasion started to dominate the charts, many of these new bands 
began to vary their sounds a bit combining their basic RnB appraoch with a distinctively English 
beat sound, The results were often totally successful, The Yardbirds, Manfred Mann, and the Rolling 
Stones were just a few of the groups who broke new ground and found the results to be commercially 
satisfying as well as aesthetically exciting, 


Our coverage here does not attempt to span the whele totality of early-sixties British 
RnB (there were literally hundreds of groups!), but ratherto pick out a few bands who we think are 
particularly interesting and noteworthy, They but barely scratch the surface on various levels of 
the RaB era, They epitomize the best (and sometimes the worst) excesses of the genre and we have

THE PRETTY THINGS 


The Pretty Things were dubbed “imitation Rolling Stones" when they began to make the rounds 
of Britains clubs in late 1963, Not surprising, really, since Pretty'’s leader Dick Taylor had formed, 
the Rolling Stones a year earlier, But the Prettys took the Stones image and extended it to the li- 


- to 
Lnlghter, 


Here the group, helped out by aco producer Norman "Hurricane" Smith, went head over heels into the flower/payche- 
Gelic sounds---with the accent on the psychedelic, Incomparable records followed (now their hardest to find), full of har 
monies, weixd time and chord changes, screeching acid induced lyrics, trance-inducing backward-playing tapes, and much more, 
Amazingly enough, these few Columbia sides remain today as some of the best material of its type ever recorded and are cer 
tainly, (like all the rest of the Pretty's records) worth searching out. ((PS: At no time during their career did the 
Prettys enjoy success in the U.S,, altho a good-sized following does exist, Many U.S. 60°s punk groups covered their songs, 
or based their ‘originals’ on Prettys tracks, and so much of what the public heard back then really consisted of bastardized 
Pretty Things, Some of these U.S, cuts wore excellent, but the essential items are also the originals, )) 


From there on, the Pretty Things’ history is well known to faithful IRM readers, Two wonderfully inventive albums, 
SF Sorrow & Parachute, followed by some excallent non-LP singles for British Harvest, After a recording layoff and signifi- 
cant personnel changes, the group returned last year with a rather second-rate album for Warners, Now, with Phil May in con- 
_ trol, they have exited Warners and been signed to Swan Song, where promises of huge promotion in their behalf now abound, 
. There's no doubt that the Pretty's have the potential to astound us all~--we just hope that they will continue their tradi- 
tion to make the kind of new, original, & highly stylized records that have made them TRM favorites for over a decade,

The Downliner'’s Sect began their life as the Downliner's Sextet but after 


losing one rember, they decided that The Downliner's Sect sounded better than the 
Dowliner's Quintet, Throughout late '63 and early 1964 the group played numerous . 
gigs and began to garner a huge following, They secured a residency at the Studio 
51 Club in Leicester Square. 


The Sect then decided to record and release their own record, so an EP 
“AT Nite in Great Newport Street” (The address of the Studio ‘51 Club) was born, 
In actual timing, the Sect had their record out before nost of the other RnB 
tands---the Yardbirds first recerd ws issued in June 1964, and the Pretty Things 
first wasn't out until July 1964, but the Downliner's Sect had theirs out by ; 
February of 1964, This early release gave thea a jump on their competetors and 
they quickly jumped into first place among the new rnb fans, But it didn't 
last for long~--The Rolling Stones popularity was massive, and then the Pretty 
Things and Yardbirds had national hits and tours, while the Sect's Columbia re- 
leases didn't get anywhere, 


If the Pretty Things were imitation Rolling Stones, then the Downliner's 
Sect were iuitation Pretty Things, They played a raw, deranged, blues-based set 
of standards and originals, They recorded flip sides about themselves and their 
fans, Their first album is the best of the lot, a straightfoward thumping cave- 
like sound, The opening “Hart By Love" is pure Pretty Things, altho the Pretty’s 
first LP was still a few months away! 3o altho the Pretty'’s received the credit 
and fame, the Sect were one step ahead of them, "One Ugly Child" featured Nicky 
Hopkins on driving piano, and "Cops and Robbers" was stolen note for note ‘by the 
Shadows of Knight a few years later, 


But the group wasn't getting anywhere, Leader Don Graine (you could 
always spot hin with his hat) had the group do an EP of comedy songs---it was a 
flop. Then he really went out on a limb and issued a single as well as a whole 
albm of stright country-rock tunes! For England in 1965, this was certainly 
amasing---unfortunately, 1t didn't get them any more popular---in fact, it prob- 
ably lost ther their old fans, 


Then it was back to basic rock again. The singles took on a more com= 
mercial, distinctive flair, “Glendora"/*"I'll Find Out" was probably the best~- 
both powerfully. melodic rockers, the vocals took a new sinister twist, and 
the guitar lines became searingly apparent, But even these Troggs-like tracks 
didn't get them into the charts, The final release was a Gouldman composition, 
which Graham says was his demo--=by this time the Sect had fallen apart so 
much that nobody much cared what was issued, 


A few nonths later, Don Craine issued.a last single under the name 
“Don Craine’s New Downliner's Sect", but the record and ultimately Don Craine 
were both never heard of again, It's easy to realize that the Downliner's ; 
Sect could, and should, have been a major force in British r 'n b, If they had 
one hit early in their career, they would have made it. But their recorded mu- 
-sieal legacy liyes. on for those who search it out--and it really is worth get- 
ting inte---anyone interested in early 60's British RnB will find it quite a- 
maging,
